Regulated Issuance of Digital Certificates 

Abstract 

This invention allows a Certifying Authority (C A) in a Public Key Infrastructure (PKI) to allow 
a sub-CA to issue a pre-determined number of certificates without excessive overhead by the 
former CA. The regulation is performed by means of a security token that includes a count of 
the number of certificates issued by the sub-CA. 
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
